" It is J. A. Kent," answered the 
dumb man feebly. 

' ' And did you come from Chi- 
cago ?" quizzed the policeman. 

" No ; from Atlanta, Ga., I lived 
at 432 Lucky Street for five years," 
replied Kent. 

"He is cured," said Dr. Roome. 

Kent sat up on the table, and vol- 
ubly began to explain that it was 
all a mistake. 

Then he was locked up in jail on 
a charge of begging.

One of them 
was caught a short time ago and 
said he had been doing it for many 
years all over this country but was 
never caught till here in Los 
Angeles.

Roueht Duncan Livingstone. 
Died — Iu Los Angeles, Cal., January 
25th, 1915, of heart disease, Robert Oucan 
Livingstone, a native of Antrim, New 
Hampshire, aged sixty-seven years. 

For over a month Mr. Livingstone 
had been confined to the house but 
not to his bed. The end came sud- 
denly, and evidently painlessly. Mr. 
Livingstone had been for many years 
a sufferer from lung and throat 
trouble, but always made light of his 
malady. He was a man who kept 
his troubles and worries to himself, 
rather than inflict them upon other 
people, therefore, his illness was not 
known to be of a serious uature, as 
he had had a similar attack some 
years ago and recovered rapidly. 
Consequently, his death was a good 
deal of a shock, not only to his 
friends, but also to the members of 
his immediate family, none of whom 
were at his bedside when the end 
came, as he had been removed to a 
hospital only the day prior to his 
death, iu the hope that an operation 
might give him relief from throat 
trouble. 

The funeral took place upon the 
following Thursday, at two o' clock 
iu the afternoon. 

The burial service was read by the 
Reverend Henderson Judd, of St. 
Paul's Pro Cathedral, Los Angeles, 
who paid an eloquent tribute to the 
deceased, dwelling especially upon 
his fortitude and courage in having 
fought for years against the ravages 
of that dread enemy of man — tuber- 
culosis — in order that he might pro- 
vide for his wife and children. 

For over fourteen years Mr. Liv- 
ingstone had been a trusted em- 
ployee of the Los Angles Ice and 
Cold-Storage Company, and all the 
men in his department, including 
the foreman and the Superintendent 
of the plant, attended the funeral in 
a body. 

Immediately after the services the 
body was taken to Kvergreeu Ceme 
tery snd cremetad, in accordance 
with the last expressed wishes of 
Mr. Livingstone, in order that the 
ashes might be shipped to his birth- 
place in Antrim and interred in the 
family plot there, where lie the entire 
Livingstone family of which Mr, 
Liviugtone, who was the youngest, 
was the last to go; his sister, Eliza- 
beth, having passed sway last 
August at Peterboro, New Hamp- 
shire. 

During his illness Mr. Livingstone 
expressed regret that he might not 
get to see all, if any, of his old 
friends from New York and New 
England, when they came outto Cali- 
fornia during the coming summer. 

It was his desire to be able to 
entertain certain of his old-time 
friends at his home in Hurnctt a su- 
burb of Long Beach, Cal., where the 
family still resides. But since an all- 
wise Providence hath willed different 
ly, let us hope that these same belov- 
ed old friends may pause iu their 
purchase of pleasure, whenever 
they chance to be in Los Angeles, to 
give their old friend snd one-time 
comrade a kindly thought and regret 
that he is no more. 

Mr. Livingstone leaves a widow, 
formerly Miss Minnie Strickler, of 
Kansas City, Mo., and two children — 
Robertia Adolin and Earle Huestts 
Livingstone, aged sixteen and eleven, 
respectively.

The first number of The Jewish 
Deaf, a monthly published by the 
Jewish Welfare Publishing Com- 
pany has been received. As its 
name indicate*, its mission is to 
uplift and assist the deaf of the 
Hebrew colony, which it estimates 
to be 2,500 in Greater New York. 
Whether or not the figures are 
correct it is well known that the 
number of Jewish deaf is quite 
large and that there is special reli- 
gious and social work required to 
ameliorate the handicap which 
their deafness imposes. The paper 
is quite readable, and besides 
containing articles bearing upon 
Jewish ceremonies and customs ; in- 
telligence conpeming their existing 
organizations ; a chronicle of ama- 
teur sports ; there is an article 
upon the Employment Bureau of 
the Society for the Welfare of the 
Jewish Deaf. In regard to this 
latter, and in view of the fact that 
the paper specially " invites and 
requests criticism of a constructive 
character," we would suggest that 
there would be fewer calls for assist- 
ance from the bnrean and less depen- 
dence upon sporadic and organized 
charity, were the deaf compelled to 
complete their full terms at the 
Institutions that educate them. 
Too many^ail to.take full advantage 
of the privilege of education which 
is provided and offered at the ex- 
pense of the State, 'and go into the 
world onlv partially prepared and 
inadequately fitted for the fierce 
rivalry that greets them in their 
efforts to become self-supporting 
and successful men and women.

Editor E. A. Hodgson : — 
Please allow me a little space in your 
paper to correct the erroneotis part 
of President Howard's report in his 
official letter under the date of Feb. 
nth. The said part is this : '•' Mr. 
Walter Glover is doing excellent 
work in his section, in securing the 
removal of the South Carolina School 
for the Deaf from the grouping with 
tbe charitable and custodial institu- 
tions, and having it placed where it 
belongs, with the Kducational Insti- 
tutions of the State." 

I do not know how or where Pre- 
sident Howard got the information, 
but as a matter of fact, it was all 
wrong. It was Dr. N. F. Walker, 
our old, esteemed friend and the 
superintendent of the deaf school, 
who without our solicitation and 
knowledge, went quietly to work, 
and before we realized, he had made 
a good headway. And the only thing 
we ( not Mr. Glover alone, but many 
of us — the deaf, the blind, and c 
the hearing friends ) ever had to do 
with it was our co-operation by writ- 
ing favorable ariicles or commets, 
urged and saw that the voters voted 
for the amendments, and that was 
all. 

Dr. Walker is now in his 70th 
milestone of life, and the most, if 
not entire of his life has been spent 
with and among the deaf. Recently 
our governor, in his speeh at the 
commencement of the deaf school, 
suggested that he be retired and 
given a hoirre in the campus, but he 
simply smiled, shook his head, arrd 
said he rather die in the harness. 
He has had done many good 
works for the deaf without blowing 
the trumpet. Such interests and 
works as he has done are usually 
left by the superintendents in the 
other States with the deaf them- 
selves to accomplish. 

The credit for this highly com- 
mended work in securing the desir- 
able change or promotion for our 
school belongs entirely to Dr. N 
Walker. I cannot let any report or 
information to the contrary go un- 
corrected.

pany as his reason, and so the man 
went jobless. Gilhooly, who is a 
member of the N. A. D., had a talk 

with several officials of the United 
States Steel Company on the mat- 
ter. The latter claimed the acci- 
dents In their mills were due mostly 
to deafness. But Mr. Gillooly Said 
that their claim was unfounded, 
and arose from ignorance of the 
deaf, and failure to see what they 
can do, and that of fifteen hundred 
accidents and live deaths in the 
mills, of hearing people, wane 
results of carelessness on the 
tims' part, and the blame 
on the shoulders of the deaf, 
himself had been employed in the 
hoi mills for the part sixteen years. 

He claims that the C Company 

is the father of the rules against 
the employment of the deaf in mills.

Another op God's Sri.«N* Children 
Cali,bd to Her Hkavs*i,y Home. 

Mr. Lillian Fisher Campbell passes 
>it her home in Birmingham, Ala- 
bama—Well-Known in West and Middle 
West. 

The grim reaper — Death — has 
entered against into the folds of the 
deaf, and has taken away one of the 
choicest of the nocks, Mrs. Lillian 
Fisher Campbell, wife of Edward C. 
Campbell, of Birmingham, Ala., 
died at ber home in the Southern 
city on Wednesday, February the 
third, after an illness of but one day, 
she having been stricken with par- 
alysis. 

The body was taken to Paris, 
Illinois, ber girlhood home for 
interment. Her bereaved husband 
accompanied the body and it was 
met there by her son, Llewellyn her 
only child, and a host of her girl- 
hood friends and relatives. 

Funeral services were preached 
over the body by Rev. Michaels, a 
deaf minister in Birmingham on 
the eve of departure for Paris. This 
service was one of the most impres- 
sive ever conducted for the deaf, 
the chapel was filled to capacity with 
friends of the deceased and husband 
both deaf and hearing. The ser- 
mon was interpreted to the hearing 
who were not familiar with the deaf 
language, by a life long friend of 
the deceased, Mrs. Judge Dryer, 
wife of a prominent Birmngham 
Attorney. 

More than one hundred friends 
accompanied the bereaved husband 
to the depot and helped arrange for 
his traveling comfort. 

Upon the arrival of the body in 
Paris, it was immediately taken to 
the Ladies' Parlors of the Presbyter- 
Ian Church, where funeral services 
were conducted by the Pastor Rev. 
Allen, aud the body was laid beside 
her parents, who preceeded her in 
death some years. 

Mrs. Campbell was probably one 
of the nation's most talented deaf. 
She was educated at the Illinois 
School for the Deaf at Jacksonville, 
where she met and became engaged 
to Mr. Campbell, who was also stu- 
dent there. 

After the marriage, which by the 
way, was solemnized at the home of 
her parents in Paris by the deceased 
Dr. Philip Gillett, and was one of 
the most brilliant social events of 
that day, they made their home in 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, where 
Mr. Campbell was instructor at the 
State Colorado School for the Deaf. 
Mrs. Campbell was an artist of 
note, and many of her paintings 
hang to-day in the best homes 
throughout her native State. She was 
one of the most beautiful daughters 
of the Empire State, nor was that 
beauty confined only to features and 
contour, but she radiated the im- 
pressions of a beautifal soul from 
her large, clear eyes, and the sym- 
pathy of her great heart embraced 
all mankind in distress. She loved 
animals, and is being mourned to- 
day by a beautiful dog that she 
raised. He was her constant com- 
panion for years, and to-day he lies 
on the porch with his intelligent eyes 
toward the drive entrance, watching 
for his mistsess' return, and anxious 
to lick the hand that fed him for so 
many years. 

During her long residence at Co- 
lorado Springs she made hundreds 
of staunch friends, by her cheerful, 
energetic interest in all things. 
While she had always been an in- 
valid during her sojourn in the South, 
yet she acquired the friendship of 
many good people, as was demon- 
strated when the fatal sickness fell 
upon her. 

She leaves but few immediate re- 
latives except her son and husband 
— a cousin, Miss Anna Hunter and 
an aged uncle, Capt. John W. Fish- 
er, both of Paris, Illinois, being the 
onlv relatives living. 

To the bereaved husband the sym- 
pathy of all who knew them, is be- 
ing bestowed. He is a noble type. 
During the years of Mrs. Campbell's 
invalidism, he had been constantly 
in attendance upon her. He be- 
stowed every comfort, and all luxu- 
ries he was capable of supplying. 
All who knew them say they were 
soul-mates in the highest sense of 
the word. How happy they both 
seemed, to sit before the fireplace on 
a winter's night, and talk in the 
silent language of the days goneby. 
How, like youthful lovers they 
strolled, when weather favored, 
through the parks, or out to the 
mountains where a panoramic view 
of nature's handiwork spread before 
their gaze, appealing so strongly to 
the artistic sense of both — for both 
were artists of note. 

The writer will not soon forget 
the look of heart broken despair of 
the husband, as, in hushed silence 
he was led from the bedside, of her 
whose soul had just departed to that 
brighter, better laud, where pain 
aud suffering do not enter.

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One of the committees 
by the President shortly 
Cleveland Convention 
"Newspaper Committee," the 
ject of which was ' ' to secure 
publication, in newspapers, 
articles that may favorably interest 
the public in the deaf." This com- 
mittee consisted of Mrs. Laura Mc- 
Dill-Bates, Chairman, F. C. Smielau 
and Mrs. L. A. Roberts. This corn* 
mittee has been inactive, and Mr. 
Smielau, some time ago, tendered 
his resignation. Not wishing the 
Association to be encumbered with 
inactive committees, the President 
announced that this committee will 
be eliminated. Other, and we hope, 
more advantageous arrangements for 
the carrying out of this work will 
shortly be announced. 

The President is in receipt of a 
lengthy report from the State Or- 
ganizer of California, Mr. Howson, 
outlining the plan of action pursued 
in that State by means of which the 
membership was increased from 14 
to 338. If printed in full, the report 
with copies of the circular letters 
sent out would fill about two issues 
of the Journal and it is therefore 
not feasible to print it in full. 

In brief, Mr. Howson divided the 
State of California into sections, 
secured the names and addresses of 
every deaf person in the State and 
appointed local organizers for each 
section, supplying them with the 
names of the deaf in their section 
and seeing to it that they en- 
deavored to secure each and every 
one of these as members of the As- 
sociation. To help them in their 
endeavor, Mr. Howson addressed 
circular letters to every deaf person 
whose address be had, sending them 
out from time to time. In all, be 
seat out nine different circular 
letters to each of the six hundred 
name* on his list. The first letter 
was of four large pages and set forth 
the advantages of organization, of 
the value to the deaf of such organi- 
zations as the National and State As- 
sociations, and through an arrange- 
ment between the National and 
State Associations and the California 
Newt, the official organ of the State 
Association, a clubbing offer was 
made. The initiation fee of a dollar 
for membership in the National As- 
sociation was not reduced, but the 
coat of membership in the State As- 
sociation and the subscription price 
to the News were so reduced that 
an attractive offer was made. In 
addition to this, Mr. Howson and 
Mr. Williams and other leaders 
made it a point to address mass 
meetings of the deaf wherever they 
could be assembled, with the result 
that the membership in both Asso- 
ciations increased by leaps and 
bounds. To-day there are strong 
local organizations of the deaf in 
several sections of Californa and they 
are affiliated with the State and 
National Associations. 

In concluding his report Mr. How- 
son says : " Our great problem now 
is to keep what we have already got. 
It has been said that any fool can 
make a fortune, but it takes a wise 
man to keep one. It is the same 
with this membership matter, and it 
will take more than one wise man to 
keep it. " 

A plan somewhat similar to that 
vied in California and based upon it 
has been inaugurated in South Da- 
kota by the State Organizer, Mr. I. 
M. Robinson. His first circular let- 
ter is given herewith, to assist other 
organizers in a similar effort in other 
States. Together with this letter he 
sent out a list of members of the N. 
A. D. by States and one of the N. 
A. D. booklets. We will await with 
interest a report of the response 
given this circular by the deaf of 
South Dakota. We hope they will 
respond as readily as did those of 
California. That the N. A. D. 
needs members, and there is impor- 
tant work for the Association, is evi- 
dent by the fact that the President 
has been called upon to address the 
governors and members of the legis- 
latures of six different States on mat- 
ters pertaining to the interests of the 
deaf. 



nal and Oral methods; and the Pure Oral 
method. The Combined way teaches by 
speech all those children who show they 
can be taught that way, and teaches by 
signs, manual spelling and writing, those 
children who cannot make progress under 
the oral method. The Pure Oral method 
teaches by speech only. In the pure oral 
schools, when a child does not show progress 
they say it is weak-minded and neglect it. 
In Germany they use only the Oral me- 
thod. In America the'Combined method is 
used. The American deaf are much better 
educated than those of Germany. In fact, 
America leads the world in the matter of 
educating the deaf. Now many of the oral 
teachers in America are trying to get this 
country to give up its combined method 
and use the oral way. The American com- 
bined way is plainly the better way, so 
don't you think it would be foolish to give 
up the better way for one that has not 
done half as well for the deaf f It would 
be like selling your riding plow and going 
back to the single hand plow that your 
grandfather used, just because somebody 
told you it was better. Of course you 
know that would be foolish. Those who 
favor the oral way are asking us to give up 
our better way for the poorer one used in 
Germany. The educated deaf of the whole 
world favor the combined way. They 
would not do that if they thought the com- 
bined way was not the best way. These 
deaf are trying to keep the orafists from 
making our schools like those of Germany. 
The N.A.D. is trying to keep the combined 
method in the American schools. If you 
wish to see America having the better way 
of teaching the deaf you should join the 
association. The more members the as- 
sociation has the more power it will have 
to see that America keeps the combined 
way. The oralists have a big sum of money 
ey to help them in their work. The as- 
sociation cannot do much unless it also has 
money to carry on its work. The first 
membership fee is $1.00. After that it 
will be only fifty cents a year. A dollar 
should not be enough to keep you from 
joining an association that is working for 
your good. You were educated by the 
Combined way.

Don't 
you want to see it stay that way ? 

Read the enclosed booklet. Then tear 
off the last page, write your name and 
address in the right place and send it to the 
treasurer of the association with a dollar.

Look over the enclosed list of the num- 
ber of members by States. You will see 
that South Dakota has only eight members. 
California has 308. California secured all 
those members in a few months.

We may 
not have 308 deaf in the State, but we can 
feel proud if we can get all those who are 
in South Dakota to become members.

the association. The association is helping 
the cause of the deaf everywhere and it 
would be very selfish for you to let the deaf 
of other States carry on a work which will 
benefit you in the end. 

President Howard of the association 
would write to you himself if he had the 
time. He is a very busy man, so he has 
asked me to write this letter to the deaf of 
South Dakota for him. Send in your dol- 
lar now and show that the deaf of this State 
are willing to do their share.

Hon. John II. Taylor, of Kansas 
City, and Hon. Jonoh II. Parker, of 
St. Louis, have jointly introduced 
into the House of Representatives of 
the Missouri Legislature the follow- 
ing self-explanatory bill : 



HOUSE BILL NO. 225 

48th CBNBKAI. ASSKMBLY 

Introduced by Messrs. Taylor and Parker. 
Read first time January 14, 1915. 



AN ACT 

To provide public schools for children who 
are deaf or who have defective speech 
and to provide State aid for school dis- 
tricts establishing such schools. 

BRIT RMACTRD BV THB GBNBBAI. ASSEM- 
BLY OP THE STATE OP MISSOURI, AS 
FOLLOWS : 



We believe that every member of 
the Association should be kept in 
touch with the work done, and that 
they should hear from headquarters 
at least once every three or six 
months. The oftener the better. 
The President has at his disposal an 
addressograph machine and he could 
have the names of members all 
placed therein and be able to ad- 
dress envelopes to all of them inside 
of one hour. However, there is the 
question of expense. At one cent 
postage on each circular it would 
cost $13 for each batch of letters, 
to say nothing of the cost of print- 
ing and the envelopes. We believe, 
however, that such circularization 
would pay and pay well, in keeping 
members interested and in touch 
with the work, and would eventually 
tend to increase the membership. 
We should like to have this matter 
discussed in the Journal, and if any- 
one has a suggestion to offer as to 
a way of building up the Association 
and holding the members now en- 
rolled, we wish he would come for- 
ward and tell us of his ideas. One 
thing that works splendidly, where 
it can be used, is the Branch Organ- 
ization idea. Here in Duluth we 
have an active Branch comprising 
almost every deaf person in the 
section and have no trouble in keep- 
ing the dues paid up. Every month 
the members get together for some 
sort of an entertainment. We have 
had business meetings, debates, read- 
ings, basket lunch parties, picnics, 
snowshoe parties, cabin parties in 
the woods, masquerades, dances, and 
the deaf turn out in force and they 
have such good times that they 
would not think of permitting their 
membership to lapse. This is the 
reply we make to "what is there in 
it for me." The members are kept 
informed of the activities of the 
Association as a whole by a few 
minutes talk at each meeting. Un- 
doubtedly we have a large and a 
hard task before us to organize the 
N. A. D. as it should be organized, 
but if each member will do his and 
her part we can succeed and make 
the N. A. D. a power in the land.

Section i. Whenever the Board of Edu- 
cation or Board of Directors of any city or 
town school district in the State shall have 
established within its corporate limits one 
or more schools for the instruction of deaf 
persons with seriously defective speech or 
unable to talk, who are residents of the 
district and who are of school age, and 
when such school or schools shall have 
been approved by the State Superintendent 
of public schools, the school district main- 
taining such schools shall be entitled to 
receive State aid as follows : The sum of 
one hundred and fifty dollars ($150) for 
every deaf or seriously defective speech 
pupil instructed in such school or schools 
at least nine months during the year 
preceding the first day of July, and a 
share 01 such sum proportionate to the 
term of instruction ol any such pupil who 
shall be so instructed 'less than nine 
months during such year, provided, how- 
ever, that such aid shall be used only in 
paying for such instructiou in such public 
school or schools, and the State aid granted 
shall in no case exceed the amount actual- 
ly paid for such instruction. 

SEC 2. This aid shall be paid in June or 
July of each year. The State Superinten- 
dent of public schools shall require a re- 
port from each district of the total amount 
spent during the year for instruction in 
such schools and of the length of the term 
of such schools or schools and the average 
daily attendance. Said report shall be 
sworn to by the secretary of the board of 
education or board of directors of such 
school district. On receipt of such report, 
the State Superintendent of public schools 
shall certify to the State Auditor the 
amount due said city or town school district 
ami the name of the county in which said 
school district is situated, and shall notify 
the county clerk of each county of the 
amount due any city or town school 
district in his county and the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Board of Education of the 
City of St. Louis of the amount due the 
school district of that city in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 1 of this 
act. Upon receipt of the proper requisi- 
tion from the clerk of the county or from 
the Secretary and Treasurer of the Board of 
Education of the City of St. Louis, the State 
Auditor shall draw a warrant upon the 
State Treasurer in favor of the County Trea- 
surer or in favor of the Secretary ana Trea- 
surer of the Board of Education of the City 
of St. i/oui* for the amount due such 
school districts. Upon receipt of said 
moneys by the treasurer of any county, 
the County Clerk shall apportion the proper 
amount to such district entitled thereto 
and said moneys shall be paid by the 
County Treasurer to such district or dis- 
tricts upon receipt of the voucher therefor 
from such school district or districts. The 
( ieneral Assembly of the State of Missouri 
shall out of the general revenue fund of 
the State make adequate appropriation for 
carrying out the provisions of this act. 

SEC 3. Whenever any city or town school 
district in this State shall have established 
a public school for the deaf and persons of 
defective speech under the provisions of 
this act, any parent or gnardian having 
under his control a deaf child or a child 
seriously defective in speech or unable to 
talk shall cause such child to attend such 
public school for the deaf or some private, 
parochial or State school established for the 
instruction and education of the deaf for 
the entire period during which such public 
school for the deaf is maintained in any 
school year. The requirements of this 
section shall apply to all children be- 
tween the ages of six and sixteen years, 
and the provisions of the law relating to 
the compulsory attendance of other 
children at the public schools shall as far 
as applicable apply to such children, 
their parents and guardians in 
them to attend such schools for the 
and persons of defective speech. 



Hbrabam Xlncoln. 



( A Reminiscence of 1861 ) 

Washington and Lincoln are two 
immortal names " among the few that 
were not born to die." The month 
of February will ever be sacred to 
their memory. George Washington 
is ever thought of as " The Father 
of his Country," while Abraham 
Lincoln as "The Savior of his 
Country." 

In 1 86 1, on his Presidential jour- 
ney to Washington, enroute through 
many cities, he stoped over one after- 
noon and night at Cleveland, Ohio, 
where, in the old Weddell House, 
he received the citizens who throng- 
ed to greet him. In the early even- 
ing he made a grand address to the 
people in the wide Superior Street 
from the balcony of the American 
House. It was most patriotic and 
convincing. He hoped that the 
better angels of our nature would 
lead back the erring sister States 
of dissension to amity and peace ere 
any blood should be shed. Also 
many other noble ,ien in ents respect- 
ing the importance of preserv- 
ing the Union. The effects upon 
the minds of the hearers was of ad- 
miration and earnest approval. It 
was a great pleasure to attend and 
listen to such a man, the choice of 
the people of the North. 

About fifty of the young men of 
the Cleveland Republican Club (of 
whom I was one), rode out on horse- 
back to the Cleveland & Pittsburgh 
Railroad Station to meet Mr. Lincoln 
and his son Robert. The latter was 
furnished with a fine horse on which 
to ride in with us to the Weddell 
House, his father riding in a carriage. 
At the reception which then took 
place, we young men were among 
the first to shake hands with the tall 
President-elect. He at that time 
wore whiskers as seen in portraits of 
that period. His face was indeed a 
kindly and cheerful one that event- 
ful day to us young men and the city. 

I never again saw that face until a 
little over four years afterward, 
when shown in Cleveland in his 
funeral casket to mourning thou- 
sands, as they passed the catafalque 
that held all that was mortal of our 
beloved martyred President. But 
the memory of his self-sacrificing 
four years of effort to preserve the 
Union and gain peace, can never fade 
from my mind. All his many utter- 
ances, including his letters, bis in- 
augurals and his immortal Gettysburg 
speech, etc., are engraved upon my 
heart and mind in golden characters.
